ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) - Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller sailed into 
President 
Kennedy’s 
new 
civil 
rights program today, claiming 
that it ignored major campaign 
promises and came “two years 
too late.” 
The 
Republican 
governor, 
an 
undeclared 
candidate 
for 
next 
year’s 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, was sharply critical 
in his first comment on the pro­ 
posals Kennedy sent to congress 
last week. 
•Too iLttle, Too la te ’ 
Rockefeller chose as his forum 
a Hilly sponsored by the New 
York State conference of the Na­ 
tional 
Association 
for 
the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People. 
In his prepared remarks, he 
said the Kennedy program was 
“a step in the right direction” but 
complained that it covered only 
five of 28 legislative recommen­ 
dations of the federal Civil Rights 
Commission. 
Kennedy’s major proposals were 
designed to reinforce the Negro’s 
right to vote and to attend de­ 
segregated schools. He also asked 
for an extension by at least four 
years of the life of the Civil 
Rights Commission. 
Rockefeller 
said 
that, 
while 
Kennedy promised during the 1960 
'campaign to enact the Democratic 
civil rights platform as a first 
order of business, his proposals 
“ignore three of his most impor­ 
tant campaign promises, and they 
are two years too late.”

Rockefeller 
cited 
Democratic 
platform promises to set up a fair 
employment 
practices 
commis­ 
sion. 
to empower the 
attorney 
general 
to file civil 
injunction 
suits to prevent 
discrimination,

By contrast, he said, Republi­ 
cans have introduced legislation 
in congress to carry out both the 
Democratic and Republican civil 
rights platforms. 
“Thus it is plain,” he said, “that 
there is constant Republican pres­ 
sure for action and no dearth of 
opportunity for the heavy demo­ 
cratic majorities—if the necessary 
leadership were forthcoming.”

were well known at the time of 
their appointment for their segre­ 
gationist views.” He did not name 
them.

to eliminate jobs regarded by the 
carriers as unnecessary. The lines 
claim what they term antiquated 
work rules cost them $600 million 
a year. 
Prompt Action Assured 
A railroad spokesman and chief 
negotiator said the carriers will 
“move promptly as passible” to 
make the work rules changes. He

confident 
there 
would be no national rail strike 
But spokesmen for two brother 
hoods warned of a possible strike 
if the railroads put the changes 
into effect before an agreement 
can be reached. 
The new talks in Chicago will

Guns Are 
Plentiful 


Canadians Give 
Account on Cuba 


EDITORS NOTE — Reporters 
and cameramen from the Canad­ 
ian Broadcasting Corp. have re­ 
turned 
from Cuba, 
where they 
filmed a report for th? Canadian 
network’s program “CHC Maga­ 
zine.” Here are the impressions 
of one of the group, the network’s 
Washington correspondent.

WASHINGTON 
(AP)-Two 
of 
the most striking impressions you 
get in Cuba are that there are 
so 
many 
guns 
and 
so 
many 
Russians. 
Almost half of the people carry 
machine guns. rifles or pistols. 
To a Canadian, it seems a little 
unusual to be greeted by a hotel 
doorman carrying a Czechoslovak 
burp gun or by a pistol-packing 
room clerk. Militia be t and girls, 
some as young as 15. carry guns. 
One young militia girl I saw was 
carrying 
a 
rifle 
almost 
bigger 
than she was. 
Take Gun* to Movie* 
I went to a Russian motion pic­ 
ture one evening and noticed that 
many boys and girls out on dates 
at the movies lugged along their 
guns—a 
somewhat 
incongruous 
sight as they held hands with one 
hand and carried their guns with 
the other. 
While initially at least there is 
a measure of alarm at the sight 
of so many guns, you get a feeling 
of some frustration at the sight 
of so 
many 
Russians. 
Cubans 
young and old constantly mistook 
us for Russians, apparently be­ 
lieving any fair-haired Derson is 
a Soviet citizen. 
While I saw literally hundreds 
of Russians dressed 
in civilian 
clothes wandering about Havana 
or jammed in the bark of trucks 
rushing out to factories, I saw’ 
very few Chinese. The Chinese 
I did see were by far the most 
properly dressed of anybody in 
Cuba, even wearing ties, some­ 
thing the Russians and (Albans 
generally do not do. 
(Md ('birken. Stringy Pork 
Food is very short in Cuba, al­ 
though nobody is starving, and it 
is expensive in restaurants. Elder­ 
ly chicken and stringy pork are 
the main dishes, along with rue. 
Outside Havana, the food is rath­ 
er less appetizing. 
We were in Cuba at the height 
of the sugar cane cutting season 
and the government had launched 
a nationwide campaign for volun­ 
teer cutters. The No. 2 man in

Hundreds of persons from four 
states—Ohio, West Virginia, Indi­ 
ana and Pennsylvania—have been 
forced from their homes by flood- 
watera after drenching rains and 
melting snows. 
More rain splashed across wide 
areas in the flood-stricken areas. 
Rain also continued in many other 
parts of the eastern half of the 
nation, with more snow in North­ 
ern and Western sections. 
Worst in Four lea r* 
Ohio reported the state’s worst 
flood 
conditions 
in four years. 
Hundreds of persons were evacu­ 
ated from their homes, and scores 
of families were marooned. With 
more rain predicted, the Weather 
Bureau in Cincinnati said the Ohio 
River appeared Likely to be bank­ 
full along its 981-mile route. 
More than IOO families in resi­ 
dential 
sections 
of 
Wheeling, 
W.Va., a city of about 57,000, 
were evacuated and 500 persons 
were 
reported 
forced to leave 
their homes from Vienna, south 
of Wheeling, Flooding also was re­ 
ported in

ville and Moundsville while the 
small town of Louise was report­ 
ed isolated by the floodwater*. 
High water forced the dosing of

Fifty families were marooned in 
Newtown near Steubenville and 
boats were sent to the town by 
special train. 
Some 1,500 persons were iso­ 
lated in the village of Morrow, 
in southern Ohio. Emergency shel­

LOOKING AT OURSELVES 
Some observers of American life say we 
spend too much time in stock-taking and 
are too self-critical. 
Certainly we all talk a lot. But mixed in 
with the criticism is plenty of shouting 
about the greatness of America. If the bal­ 
ance seems wrong, it could be that our pro- 
Americanism dwells less on our virtues than 
on the dangers and weaknesses of our en­ 
emies. 
Even with all our self-scrutiny, it is not 
clear that we do a very good job of taking 
stock. 
We know we have some bad flaws. Crime 
and corruption are rampant; we turn out 
too much careless, shoddy work; we have 
let our big cities fall, generally, into a curi­ 
ous crumbling chaos; we bury some of our 
knottiest problems — like education, health 
and unemployment — in a great avalanche 
of words r 
Yet, while we acknowledge these as 
shortcomings, we do not consistently exhibit 
the kind of concern that leads to effective 
action. We have made the lack of caring al­ 
most a way of life. We have made the ex­ 
cusing of failure nearly a science. 
In the matter of crime, for example, we 
can’t get sufficiently aroused to halt the 
flow of deadly weapons into the hands of 
brutalized or emotionally disturbed persons 
— especially juveniles. 
Often we call car stealing “borrowing” 
Instead of what it is. In slums and fashion­ 
able suburbs alike, we concoct a staggering 
array of excuses to justify not punishing 
transgressors. But a criminal law without 
penalities might as well invite its own viola­ 
tion. 
Some suggest that American life today is 
increasingly like a great glacier, whose 
sheer size and weight forces a human con 
formity that deadens initiative, robs us of 
heroes and the example of high perform­ 
ance they can give us all. 
Too many Americans in their public as­ 
pect lack dignity and a sense of responsibil 
ity of the sort befitting a proud people. 
They park their cars badly, depriving 
others of space. They do not even accom­ 
modate graciously to the presence of other 
persons, but instead block stairs and door­ 
ways, monopolize a sidewalk, noisily domin­ 
ate a room shared by many. 
Clerks at magazine stands, in book and 
record stores shudder at the daily descent 
of some members of the “public,” for they 
leave behind them a clutter of rumpled 
magazines, crinkled book pages, and scuffed

We join unions to improve wage and w orking 
conditions—and find ourselves involved in costly 
strikes that eat up several years’ possible wage 
increases before we ever get them. 
We vote for the local pork barrel gift from 
W ashington, D. C.—and find ourselves shipping 
to the U. S. T reasury far m ore in tax money than 
we ever get hack in benefits. 
We develop new fertilizers and m achinery 
capable of providing ourselves w ith an abundance 
of food w ith little outlay of w o rk — and raise the 
price of food on every’ dinner table by a costly 
apparatus of price supports th a t do not help the 
m arginal, or subsistence, fa n n e r who can’t afford 
the new fertilizers and m achinery. 
We establish truly com petitive conditions in 
transportation by developing truck fleets and air 
lines—and continue to hobble the railroads by 
forcing them to obey the ill-considered dictates 
of an In terstate Commerce Commission th a t was 
established in 1887, when the railroads were 
"m onopolistic” in areas th a t lacked w ater-borne 
alternatives to rail shipping. 
We invent devices that would make it possible 
to get the benefits of "pay-as-you-see” television 
—and discover th a t the FCC, which was orig­ 
inally established to parcel out wave lengths to 
broadcasting companies, has taken it upon itself 
to tell companies how they shall or shall not 
finance the business of providing television e n te r­ 
tainm ent.

Q— In your piece about cirrhosis of the liver 
you said scar tissue replaced the liver cells and 
made the liver shrink. But my encyclopedia says 
cirrhosis is enlargem ent ot 
th ; liver. 
Please 
explain. 
A— W hat I said about cirrhosis is true although 
I may have oversimplified my answer. In the 
early stages of cirrhosis the liver is stim ulated 
by the underlying disease to exercise its trem en ­ 
dous regenerative power so th at even w hile the 
dam aged cells ere being replaced by scar tissue 
the liver itself becomes enlarged. After m any 
years the liver’s power to repair damage becomes 
worn out. Then ’he liver shrinks and the victim 
is left in a hopeless condition. 
Q— I am a m arried woman. On my scalp I get 
large painful pimples. When they clear up new 
ones appear. How can I get rid of them? 
A—The moat likely cause of your trouble is 
acne necrotica. This is not related to the ordinary 
acne of teen-agers. It is hard to control b u t the 
Inflowing m easures should be helpful. Apply w hite 
am m oniated m ercury ointm ent (IO percent) at 
night two or three times a week and sham poo 
throughly the next morning. 
If you are overweight you should reduce, but 
in any case cut out fatty foods and chocolate for 
while. If the condition persists you should see 
a skin specialist. 
Q— W hat would cause excess saliva? It is very 
annoying to keep swallowing all the tim e. Is 
there any v a y to overcome it? I am very nervous. 
Could th at have anything to do with it? 
A— A long list of drugs including m ercury 
(calomel), iodides, 
bromides 
(often prescribed 
for nervousness), arsenic, and potassium chlorate 
will cause salivation. Excessive smoking, discase 
of the mouth and gums, indigestion, and anem ia 
are other causes. How to overcome it would de­ 
pend on the cause. And then, as you suggest, th ere 
may not be an excess of swallowing. This would 
be a m anifestation of your nervous tension. If 
that is the case I would w ager th at when you are 
by yourself or doing som ething that com pletely 
absorbs your interest you forget to swallow every 
few seconds and fall into a m ore normal p a tte rn 
of swallowing. 
Q— Do men have a change of life or is it only 
wom^n? 
A—Although tom e observers believe that men 
go through a period sim ilar to the menopause in 
women, there is no satisfactory proof that th is is 
so. Some men between the ages of 45 and 55 show 
signs of increase Irritability, listlessness and de­ 
pression, A few- eyen complain of hot flushes a s­ 
sociated with sweating. 
These sym ptonm s are to closely related to 
aging that It would be a great mistake to 
label them m enopausal nu lens there It alto 
a deficiency iii male hormone In the victim*. 
If such a deficiency exists, treatm ent W’ith 
hormones may be tried provided there is no evi­ 
dence of cancer in the prostate. Prostatic cancer 
is made worse by such treatm ent. 
The m atter is not definitely settled but m ost 
doctors prefer not to fall into the trap of a ttrib u ­ 
ting vague sym ptom s In middle-aged men to a 
change of life.

Checkup 
Who is to judge the cost of 
time? 
W hat is the cost of an hour, 
two hours, a day — even several 
days? 
There are circumstances when 
a day—or maybe even an hour— 
can be worth a lifetime. Such 
situations can occur as the re­ 
sult of an annual physical exam- 
iation; an hour’s visit to a doc­ 
tor may save a life. 
Many people kn<nv an annual 
checkup is desirable; few people 
act on their knowledge. The ex­ 
cuses are as many and varied as 
the collection of ills that beset 
mankind. But most of them boil 
down to the feeble explanation: 
** I just never get around to it. 
W’hen would I ever have the 
tim e?” The excuse becomes ri­ 
diculous with the realization that 
an hour set aside for a visit to 
the doctor may well buy a full 
and useful life. 
Perhaps the most basic — and 
the simplest — examination in­ 
cludes a check-up of the eyes, 
nose, throat, lungs, heart and 
blood pressure. The doctor also 
does a urinalysis, a test for dia­ 
betes, and either a tuberculin 
test or an X-ray to exclude the 
possibility of tuberculosis 
People over 40 years of ago 
particularly 
men, 
usually 
are 
given an EXXI (electro-cardio­ 
gram ) test to check on heart ac­ 
tion. Women are given the Pap 
sm ear test for cancer of the cer­ 
vix. Eyes of people over 40 are 
checked carefully for glaucoma 
and indications of arteriosclerotic 
changes (hardening of the arte r­ 
ies). 
There are many different types 
of physical examinations, some 
taking much longer than an hour 
or so. Many business firms, for 
instance, annually require com­ 
plete physical examinations for 
their top executives which lake 
aeveral days. 
W hatever the cost, says the 
TR association, the chance of 
stopping diseases that can only 
bring death if unchecked is cer­ 
tainly worth both the time and 
money expended.

Russia First, Other Nations Are Top Problems 
17 Years Later and Still 
World Far From Test Ban

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - After 
years of Amerioan-Rusaian talks 
on disarm am ent and banning nu­ 
clear tests the whole business still 
looks like a haunted house. 
Two ghostly figures stare in the 
window but never come in: Red 
China and France. They take no 
part in the test ban talks. And 
China has said it will never be 
bound by a settlement it didnt 
negotiate itself. 
First Things First 
If tomorrow this country and 
Russia 
reached 
agreement 
on 
banning tests, the Red Chinese, 


not a party to it, could begin their 
own tests when they were ready, 
which may be in another year or 
so. 
Why then the test ban talks 
with Russia at all? First things 
first, is the United States’ view. 
The first problem Is getting Rus­ 
sia to agree to a ban. That’s 
tough in itself and hasn’t been 
done yet. 
Then the problem is getting all 
other nations, which may want to 
develop nuclear weapons, to ad­ 
here to the ban. In short, this is 
the 
philosophy: 
"W ell 
worry 
about Red China when we come 
to it.” 
But the picture is more compli­ 


cated than that. The world is no 
nearer disarmament than when 
this country and Russia first be­ 
gan talking about it in 1946. 
Spilt Complicates Problem 
Earlier this year the chance for 
a test ban looked brighter than at 
any time in the past. Then the

Red 
China's 
relations

doubly complicate the problem. 
Those

$158,000 Fines 
Levied Against 13

Snow Walls Are IO Feet High 
Watertown Carries On 
Despite Tough Winter

WATERTOWN, N Y. 
(A P )- "I’m 
over 70 and I get around fine,” 
the plucky, frail woman explained 
and hurried on, unperturbed by 
the 10-foot high wall of snow that 
lined the Watertown street. 
Despite one of the worst winters 
in recent years, resident of this 
snow-plagued city of 33,000 just 
east of Lake Ontario are carrying 
on business much as usual. 
They know that shortly the city 
traffic will be swollen by the au­ 
tomobiles of summer vacationers, 
hurrying to their favorite para­ 
dise. the nearby Thousand Island 
country of the St. Lawrence River. 
150 Inches This Winter 
Squalls 
from 
the 
lake 
have 
dumped 150 inches of snow ths 
winter. Hardy residents dig them­ 
selves out, then keep digging to 
make room for more snow before 
the next storm strikes. 
The city still has a long way to 
go before reaching the record to­ 
tal snowfall of 245 inches in the 
winter of 1899-1900, but in many 
areas of the city, there is no room 
for more snow 
"You can pile it up only so 
so high and then it rolls Kick 
down into the street.’’ W. R. Gal­ 
loway. head of the Department 
of Public Works, explained. Gal­ 
loway has six plows, three snow 
loaders, one snow blower and 15 
trucks with which to fight the 
snow. 
Natives Used to It 
Out in the country, where the 
accumulation has reached nearly 
six feet, things return to near 
normal once the snow’ plows open 


the lifelines to market. Northern 
New York is a dairy country. 
"You get used to it Lf you're 
born here,” one longtime Water­ 
town resident said. 
"But you get darned sick of a 
shovel handle,” another chimed 
in. 
A young woman waiting for a 
bus exclaimed: 
"Oh, sunny California! Would I 
L IK E TO GO T H ER E." 
Along a side street, so narrowed 
that there was room for only one 
automobile 
to 
pass, 
a 
railway 
conductor 
shoveled 
snow 
and 
thought of his impending trip to 
Florida. 
Too Much Shoveling 
"This Is .too much work,” W il­ 
liam F. Grey, the conductor, said. 
"You—umph — exert yourself— 
umph—too much when you have 
to shovel like this—umph,” Grey 
said, tossing a shovel full of snow 
to the top of a high mound. 
Should the sun make a sudden 
deep impression on the snow blan­ 
ket in this area, chances are that 
large lakes will form and the 
Black 
River 
will 
overflow 
its 
banks further upstream. 
The river, which flows through 
the city, is receiving as many a- 
70 truck loads of snow daily. 
The lack of periodic thaws and 
the heavier than usual snowfall 
add up to what city manager 
Ronald G. Forbes rails "the crux 
of the problem.” 
To ensure that emergency vehi­ 
cles can continue to get through 
the narrow streets, the city has de­ 
clared a parking ban on one or 
bath 
sides 
of 
41

streets. 
Buried fire hydrants have been 
marked with signs.

better than their 
neighbors 
just 
to 
the 
west. 
Dutchess county did fine com­ 
pared to its surroundings, break­ 
ing the drought in most of the 
county.” 
Last year the Farm bureaus of 
Dutchess and Columbia County 
shared a $5,000 cost. 
Dr. Howell has suggested that 
Ulster County might join in a 
program if undertaken this sum 
mer. That, he said, would reduce 
the cost for the participating 
counties.
